The Council attended and took their feats m the Houte. wlen both 
Houfes being affembled, Cow1rs Meran, Secretary of the Territory, 
a€ting as Governor thereof, came into the Reprcfentatives’ Chamber, 
and addrefled them as followeth: to wit :— 

“Gentlemen of the Legislative Counol 3 

© House of Representatives, 

“ CALLED by fortuitous incidents, to the performance of 
the Executive funétions of this Territory, I felt on the commencement 
of the arduous tafk, all the difhdence naturally attached to inexpers nee 
—ignorant of thofe circumf{tances which beget prejudice and eftablifh 
local regards, unacquainted with the habits, manners or ufages of this 
people, I dreaded the perilous flation which was bound to occupy ; 
but permit me to demontftrate to you the gratitude I feel towards this 
Territory, Although I entered your government under the circum- 
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ftances above ftated, how greatly was I felicitated to find that the {pirit 
of unpatriotic zeal had fubfided, and the generous feeds of polit cal for- 
bearance and love of focial harmony had, phcenix-like, began to rife 
from the afhes of difcord and diffention. Although opinions might not 
have undergone a total change—although an exact aflociation of prin- 
ciples did not exift, there was ftrongly marked that principle- which con- 
flitutes the grand diftinétion b between republican and other governments, 
viz. a re[peétful tolerance of the opinions of others ; with this heaven- e 
born guide, this © ne plus ultra” of human charity, we fhall enjoy in 
private life,that confidence which is neceffary to the complete harmony of 
our various focial relations, and that reliance on each otner which ton- 
{titutes our political fecurity. Early obfervant of thefe pleafing truths, 
I fought every means of promoting them, and have to the utmoft of my 
ability, endeavored to concentrate the wifdom and talents of good men, 
for the general welfare of our Territory; this tafk has been a pleafing 
one, and one which I flatter myfelf, has had a beneficial eficét ; in the 
attempt I have not been unaided; I have found a politenefs in all the 
ranks of chara€ter, and a rcf{pe€ in all the cfhcers of the Government, 
which induces me to believe that the minds of this people were prepared 
and anxioully difpofed to meet the views of fuch an admuufiration; and 
to my feclings it has had the happieft ifue. 

I cannot exprefs too warmly my thanks and regard for the prompt 
and fatisfattery fupport which I have reccived, not only from gentlemen 
of private ftations, but more efpecially from the marked alacrity of offi- 
cers to further and execute the views of the Executive. Diretting all 
my efforts to the happinefs of this Territory, I have never wanted thefe 
dcmonflrations of confidence and refpe€t, which is the beft reward to 
publ.c officers who aét to the good of the whole, and not to judividaual 
aggrandizement. l 

With thefe fentiments, gentlemen, I now meet you, and from the 
putial acquaintance which I have had the pleafure to make with you in 
private life, I am difpofed to believe that your efforts will be direct. d to 
the fame defirable point, and that the purity of your views will be de- 
montlrated by the wifdom difplayed in council, and the corredtuefs af 
thole Jaws which will pals your decifions. 

The tafk affigned you by your country, though honorable and im- 
portant, sarduous ; it therefore requires that kind of circumfpeGion 
winch is nece fary to the perfeét underftanding of every meafure invefti- 
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gated i in your refpettive bodies. Weare but i:.fants in political life; we 
are at that particular data in political hiftory which is of the fi. ft m: re nis 
tude; itis ia infancy that thole impreffions are made which ftamp the 
charaGter cf the man or the nation ; ; the wifdom of a good beginning 
‘may enfure a long chain of national felicities, and plant permanently 
thofe.principles which will be fenfibly felt in puberty, tra: finitted through: 
good old age to pofterity, with the bet efi & to ourfelves, and then be 
handed down to our children, with all that reverence arit-affeGtion dud, —— ~ 


to parental benignity.

proportion does the baneful i:fluence of immorality, and in preportion 
does corruption and vicious ambition rife inp wer. Examine the hiftories 
of the pat world, contraft the ri fined charaGler of ancient Greece with 
its neighbouring haticns, liké a {plendid orb of light it ftands afluciated 
with a cloud of darknefs, made more dark by the refleétion—compare 
Rome, in its republican orbit, with the barbarians of Germany, Dalmatia’ | 
and Mauri ania, and how is the mind of the philofopher delighted with the 
fir, and gloomed with the latter; in thé train of the one we affociate

ornaments of your ‘Territory, without palling the lines drawn by the ho- 
' neft finger of economy—the apportionment of iaxation to ihe Rate of 
immediate demand, has been a popular but an: unwife policy—to be pres 
pared for war, 1s the ready way to preferve peace; fo to provide your 
Treafury with à certain ftock in advance of your immediate demands, 

is to guard againft contirigencies which will aot wait the flow progrefs of 
legiflative rules and r-folutiqns. To oppreb my fellow-citizens, for the 
purple of guarding againft diftant evils, isnot my object ; it may be

s Warrants, or orders of furvey, granted by the Spanith government; 
and not confirmed by the law as it now flands, may be divided into three 
claffes—firft, thofe granted anterior to the twenty-feventh day of O&tober, 
one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-five, and the lands not inhabited. 
atid cultivated on that day, upon which no patents, legally and, fully. 
executed have ifhued—fecond, fuch as patents have iffued on; and dated 
fubfequent to the above mentioned time—third, thofe granted to minors 
and never patented, Taking t the aggregate of thofe . claffes together, 
there will be under the conftru@ion given to the faid firft fe€tion of the 
aforefaid ać, about the number of one hundred and twenty claims re- 
jetted by the Board of Commiffioners fitting weft of Pearl river, amount. 
ing in the whole to the quantity of eighty thoufand acres of land or 
théreabouts, In fapport of thofé claims, your Memorialifts beg’. leave 
to urge various légal and equitable reafons. It will be feen by compar- 
ing the number of claimants with the quantity of land likely to be rejeét- 
ed, that the grants are not of confiderable magnitude ; they are held by 
peifons in modéraie citcumftances, arid who generally claim no other 
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lands in the country. The grounds of abjeftion to thofe claims aie 
fomewhat diverfified ; a majority of them, however, will be rejedted for 
“want of proof that the premifes were aftually inhabited and cultivated 
‘on the 27th day of Oftober, 1795, by the claimant or fome one to his 
‘ufe. Your Memorialifts know it to be a faĝ, that in a great variety of 
“cafes, perfons who obtained lands under warrants or orders of furvey 
‘from the Spanifh government, were too poor to inhabit and cultivate 
‘them, ‘and were ‘from that caufe impelled to feek employment from 
‘others, for the purpofe of acquiring the ordinary means of fubfiftence 
for themfelves and their families. That until the genial rays of the 
‘American government difpelled the cloud of defpotifm which hovered 
over the devoted fubje&ts of Spanifh Governors in this Territory; the 
wealth of the inhabitants was confined within very narrow limits ; a large 
proportion of them were at that crifis dependant on ‘their manual labor 
for fupport, and the improvement of the country was in a ftate of very 
flow progreffion. Again, the lands thus granted were ufually defignated 
in the moft remote and unlettled parts of the country, where if the 
claimants ventured to make improvements, they were frequently com- 
pelled to relinquifh their purfuits in confequence of the deftruétion and 
devaltation made on their perfons and property by the metcilefs favage: 
Béfides the émbarraffments above enumerated, there are other confide- 
rations of ‘an equitable caft in favor of thefe claims, Many years elapfed 
after the Spanifh government took poffeflion of this country, before á 
regular patent was in any cafe required, and the warrant or order of fur- 
vey was univerfally held and reputed as a valid title, to all intents and 
purpofes, not only by the individual holding it, but alfo by the govern- 
“tnentitfelf’ This circumftance gave confidence to the holders of that 
defcription of title, and the opinion derived additional ftrength from a 
knowledge that the government never regranted lands held inthat man- 
ner.’ None but the wary fpeculator, and thofe poffeffed of the beft in- 
formation, took the precaution to confummate their titles, by obtaining 
from the Governor at Orleans a regular patent, The honet planter, 
whofe laborious occupation confumed the whole of his time and attention, 
was lulled into perfeét fecurity, and believed that no cafualty could de- 
feat him in the right to that pittance which he had honelftly acquired. 
And further, it frequently happened that at the time of granting a war- 
rant or order of furvey, the grantee attually paid into the hands of the 
proper officer, the amount of money neceflary to carry his title into full 
effe, which was not done either by the wilful negleét of fuch officer, 
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or from a knowledge that fo long as the country remained under the: 


government of Spain, nothing niore was wanting -to velt a fee fimple 
eftate in the grantee. | 
“Your Memorialifts regard théle as equitable grounds, fafficiently 
ftrong to place the clafs of titles in queftion, where no fraud is manifefted, 
on the footing. of regulat Spanifh patents; and'wé indulge the fond hope ` 
that in a Jegiflative cdpacity Congrefs will extend towards the citizens of - 
this country, that liberality which charaéterizes a court of equity fitting ` 
to do impartial juftice between man andman. Suppole the controverly 
exifted between a fair and bonia fide. grantee and the government which - 
made the grant, would any court of equity in the United States, reinvelt 
the grantor, becaule the grant was an inchoate one? And does it not - 
conftitute one of the pillars of a coart of equity, to carry into complete 
execution contraéts exifting between parties, which in point of form only’: 
appear to be imperfeét? If then, upon equitable -principles, ‘the grant 
could not be invalidated between, the.contradting parties, is it competent | 


to the Congrefs of the United States,’ by: fubfequent requifitions, ‘to de= 


feat the fair claim of a citizen in favor of the government? 

“Your Memorialists prefume that fuch a proceeding i is violatory of 
the plain ditates of common juftive, and in contravention of 1 "many ex 
cellent maxims of public law, which in-our fubfequent remarks we thall 
endeavorto fhew. It is admitted by all who are correétly informed on 
ihe fabje, that the clainis under confideratiori were regarded by the 
Spaniflt g oovernment as a complete inveltiture of the land; and accords ° 
ing to the local Iaw of the country, ‘at the time the grant was made,’ 
would have defcended to the heirs of the grantee, Upon this ground - 
your Memorialifts infift, that no tribtinal whatever can give to a contract: 
lef validity than it had by the laws of the country in which it Was made, 


From whence it follows, that an a&i valid or void in its beginning, ang ` 


where it firfl takes place, muft be the fame elfewhere. Your Memorial- 
ifts flatter themlelves that this maxim of law, which has exifted among’ 
All civilized nations, finée the downfal of the Roman Empire, will have ` 


its due inflaence: it has never ceafed to be effential to the-happinefs of 


mankind, fince the Chriftian world was divided into many nations not: 
united under any common head, nor conneéed by any uniformity of re- 
gulations, ‘Your Memorialifts are of opinion, that to deprive thé citi- 
zens of this Territory of lands held by this tenure, would effe@ually im- 
pair the obligations of a contraét, and fix.a principle by which private 
property would become infecure, whenever a portion of a country. is 
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transferred from one government to another; a principle abhorrent in 
the extreme, and not worthy of a place im the flatute hook of a free 
people. Ie is furely unjuft in any government, by an imperative atk of 
Jegiflation, to invalidate a legitimate tide for the exprefs purpole of dis- 
‘frinchifing. the citizen, forthe emolument of that very government by 
whofe ‘a& the title is impeached, H thefe claims therefore, had valid- 
ity anterior to the final ratification of the treaty with Spain, it muft evi- 
dently be derogatory to the Spirit of the conflitution, to weaken them by 
“enatting a flatute for that purpofe. After having fubmited the, forego- 
ing general oblervations, your Memorialifts feel it their duty to flate the 
manner in which the faid firit fection of the aforefaid a€t of Congrels has 
been conftrued by the Board of Commiffioners ealt of Pearl river, 
They have rejefted claims under Spanifh warrants of furvey, although 
the lands were a€tually inhabited and cultivated to,the ufe of the grante è 
and by him fold to a fair purchafer, becaufe ail the mefne. conveyances 
could not be prodaced, notwithitanding the original claimant is now i 
living, and confeffes the fale; and viva você teftihony produced of ‘the p 
relpettive intermediate transfers, by means of which decifions the lands ` a 
become the property of the United States, to the great inj. ry and i ans . 
noyance of individuals; contrary as your Memorialifts believe, to the. : ‘ 
ire intent and meaning of the law aforcfaid. 

“ Your Memorialifis think it their duty further to ftate, that there are 

á few a€tual fetters of the Territory, who are in pcffeflion of Britith 

warrants of furvey, where the lands have not been regranted by the’ 
Spanith government—thefe perfons ftand in a fituation fo nearly allied to 
tliofe holding Spanith warrants of furvey, that we deem it unneceflary 
tg make any obfervations on them, Your Memorialifts, from a view of 
the whole matter, and from a firm belief that much oppreflion will refult 
tö that portion of the citizens of this Territory who are in indigent cir- 
cumflances, from the Jaw as it now flands, pray that the faid firft fe€tion 
of the aét “ Regulating the grants of land and providing for the difpofak 
of the lands of the United States fouth of the State of Tenneffee,” may 
be repealed, and that Britifh and. Spanifh warrants of farvey, obtained’ 
without fraud or collufion, and held by perfons who aétually réfide with- 
in the limits of the Mifliflippi Territory, and are citizens of the United 
States, may be confirmed and placed on an equal tooting witha regular 


Pritith or Spanilh patent. We deem it uftlefs to prefs this fubjet fur- 
ther; we lcave it to the wifdom’ and magnanimity of Congrefs, with full

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“Your Memorialifts hep leave fprther to ‘reprefent, ac “viewing 
with much fatisfa€tion the provifions contained in the fourth fe@iion of 
the aét additional to the aét aforefaid, pafled the a1 ft day of Apik, s1806, 
“we are prompted to urge that fubje&t to your further confideraticn. . It 
is a wel | eftablithed fat, that the Spanith troops did not finally evacuate

mentioned, With the commencement of the year 1798, the citizens of 
the United States who, were indifpofed to abandon their allegiance to the 
government, began to migrate to this Territory ; previous to that time 
very few fettlements were made eaft of Pearl river, except by perfons dif- 
afl.-Ged to the government of the United States,- or impelled from other 
caules, not the moft favorable to themfelves, to remove without the 
jarifdi&tion of the refpeétive ftates'of the union, . - a 
“Your Memorialifls, from thefe confiderations, and from a certain 
conviétion that during the year 1798, the emigrants confifted of perfons 
far more worthy of the favor of the government than thofe who preceeded 
them, pray that a law may. pals providing that any perfon, or the legal 
reprctentatives of any perfon who aélually inhabited and cultivated a 
tract or parcel of land, to which the Indian title had been extinguithed, 
lying eaft of Pearl river, in the Miffiflippi Territory, on the fifth day of 
Felruary, 1799, maybe entitled toa donation of fuch tract or parcel of 
Jand, provided the fame does not exceed fix hundred and forty acrés, .
